was about 400 miles east of B ar­ 
bados. 
A Navy spokesman said that if 
the latest “ fix’* were correct, the 
Santa M aria should be in the 
area indicated. 
Reports Confict 
There were conflicting reports 
from Lisbon about location of the 
vessel, which was hijacked Sun­ 
day by a group of Portuguese 
politically opposed to the regime 
of Prem ier Antonio Oliveira Sala­ 
zar.

York that the Santa M aria was 
in radio contact with Portugal for 
the first tim e today. 
The ship transm itted more than 
IOO wireless m essages from Por­ 
tuguese passengers to their home 
reporting they were safe and well. 
The m essages w ere sent to the 
government coastal radio station 
near Lisbon for relay. Similar 
m essages previously were sent to 
their homes by Am erican passen­ 
gers.
